President Denies That United States 


Refuses to Aid China oh Treaty

during campaigns. Expenses for trav- 
eling,- hall rent, circulation of litera- 
ture, newspaper advertising, etc., is 
permitted, but a ban is placed on the 
spending of money for clsars and re- 
freshments to influence voters. 
The case in .point was a complaint 
against C. A. Markham, district attor- 
ney of Dodge'. County, charging he 
had. made illegal expenditures. While 
the law in the -main was held consti- 
tutional, the 
covtrt held unconstitu- 
tional that portion of the act which 
provides that the court shall, Avithout 
a jury, detennine.the issues of fact in 
iproceedings brought under the act 
This means that the defendant Is en- 
titled to a trial -by Jury.'

our point of view, the intelligent use 
-of national publications is difficult un- 
til the agency has had a very broad 
experience in the use of many forms 
of local advertising media, such as 
newspapers, bill posting, etc., in ev- 
ery part and section of this big coun- 
try of ours. 


That an advertiser and his agent 


:may plan to derive the full advantage 
of an advertising expenditure, there 
. must, in the flrst place, be a broad 
: basic knowledge of the situation. Ac- 
tual conditions in' each state should 
be known. This information shoul 
be matched up with the status of th 
advertiser's business in 
each state 


This, in turn, should be considered in 
connection with an analysis of the cir 
culation of national publications in 
each state. Only by this process may 
advertising be made to do its full part 
in a sales campaign.

have 


started is local campaigns with a na 
ticnal effort in view as a work of the 
future. 


Too many thinly spread out, poorly 
supported, so-called national advertis- 
ing campaigns are started, and the 
annual ieath rate is something ter- 
rific. Facts and figures are easily 
available to every one, and need no 
comment from us. 


This scheme 
of 
spending a few 


thousand dollars in a national publi- 
cation and then proceeding to bluff 
the trade in the line of merchandise 
thus advertised, is pretty well played 
out. 
Helpful, intelligent co-operation 


with the trade is desirable. Retailers 
should be responsive to the effort of 
honest advertisers to place goods on 
their shelves, but in too many cases 
consumer advertising is used only as 
a club on the retailer, and the appro- 
priation is not of sufficient size, nor 
the advertising effort sufficiently con- 
tinuous 
to really accomplish "much 


with the ultimate consumer.

ition. for relief from bureaucratic pow- 
••er. as exercised by countless commis- 
sions, experts, inspectors, examiners, 
';and other officials, for the restoration 
Ito the people of the rights of self- 
government, of which they have, in 
•recent 
years, 
been 
deprived—this 
'great battle has been transferred from 
ithe stump and the ballot box to the 
fhalls of legislation. 
This was your 
;flght during the campaign, and it is 
vour fight now. 
Under our form of 
•government the will of the people, as 
(expressed at our regular elections, is 
^supposed to be, in due time, enacted 
.into law by their representatives. 
In 
'no other way can a genuine democra- 
•cy be maintained. 
Try to Balk Economy. 
We have in Wisconsin, .however, a 
lew politicians who seem to be op- 
•posed to that practice—at least when 
the results or an election are not' 
Vhat they hoped for. Their candidate 
for governor did not receive over one 
rote in ten of those cast at the last 
election. The political principles and 
partisan politics for whlc hthey stood 
.were utterly repudiated. At the close 
of one of the 
most 
earnest, active 
campaigns conducted 
in Wisconsin 
for a quarter of a century, the voters, 
"by 
overwhelming 
majorities con- 
demned the public policies then in 
force as wasteful and extravagant fi- 
nancially, 
bureaucratic in tendency, 
and undemocratic in aim and in pur- 
pose. These same men ere now try- 
ing to block the legislation for which 
the people called, and prevent the re- 
lief tor which the people demanded. 
Governor Philipp is trying, by the

not deal with the real issues now up 
for settlement, nor were they fairly 
and honestly
